Persian asp. The type of this horse ia well 
marked ; its colour varies, but “in the main 
it may be described as bay, running to iron 
grey, but never to dun, nor noan, nor white. 
Tt has a emull well set bead, with prominent 
eyes, sinall ears very mobile; arched 
neck with fairly plontiful mane hanging to 
one side, and good sized forelock. The 
withers are high, the limbs fing ; the hoofs 
small and“ delicately rounded and the 
pasterns ‘high aad straight. ‘The disposition 
is gentle, but readily excitable, and all the 
motion# rapid and intelligent, 

The Ma is in most reepecis the ; very 
opposite. It is usually long, of less hvigh t, 
andity withers so low that the back and 
neck form almost a straight line, Ita body 
instead of beimg deep is generally almost 
tubular, and its limbs altogether more 
coarse, and the bones massive and with 
larger joints, The head is. shorter, and 
wider, and the jaws-hea vier und more po wer- 
ful. ‘Phe colouring aod the arrangement 
of the hair is altogether different. - Where 
unmixed, the colour is alwaya white without 
a trice of stripe or bars, and thé winter 


coat grows cuarse und Jong, espe cially about 
the felocks. This is avidently intended as 
iw safeguard in snowy weuther. For the 
purpose of clearing the suow to enable the 
animal to get ai his food when the ground 
is deep in snow, the hoofs are enormously 
spread ont, and the “metacarpal bunes and 
tnuecles are strongly developed, To pro- 
tect the neck during the heavy snows and 
bitter cold of north Asiatic wintars as well 
as from mosquitos in summer, the mane is 
enormously developed, and stands high at 
both sides of the neck, only falling at the 
-extramities, Even more. characteristic is 
tLe tail, which is long and heavy, the haira 
reaching almost to the fetlocks, In’ this 
respect the wma is a perfect bores ; along 


‘| with the other variety of enst and central 


Asiatic horaes to ba described below, the 
upper bnirs of the tail are formed into. 
curious wisp, the purpose of which is not 
easily to define, Jn disposition the animal 
is as markedly different as in appearance 
from the K'u; it is sullen and slow in its 
movements, and has not the projecting eyes 
and vivacious habits of the other, nor: is: it 
so friendly towards its keeper, having 
always o resorve no matter ‘how kindly 
treated. The Mongolinn horso is we'll 
known throughout China, and till eom- 
paratively recently was the only one with 
which foreign rexidents came (to ‘any extent) 
in contact, Even the. Mo has, however, 
perceptibly changed of recent yeara, i 

When in 1883 Fanu’s and Hopson § 
Horse left China, their mounta weie' sold 
on the spot and M ongoliuns from the breed- 
ing grounds pureh ased nearly all, avowedly 
for the purpose of improving their +tocke. 
So jealous are these Mongol stud-keepera 
of their breod that they will not permit a 
mare to leave the breeding grounda, whilst 
the horses are all castrated. This wractice 
bas undoubtedly preserv ed the purity of the 
strain, as it bas prevented any other atrain 
from getting » footing in China ; and it is 
ouly of comperatialy .yecent. years thut 
horses have commenced to arrive from 
western sources; hitween these western 


Ewant, who has ‘made the history and 
antiquities of the Horse a subject of special 
study. Tt lus long been a 2moot point-in 
patural history whether all the domestic 
-horsea at prisent existing have “proceeded 
from one or several stocks, ‘Had the study 
of the bores commenced in China there 
would have been little difference of opinion; 
and the belief would have been general that 
at least-three species have to be accounted 
for in China itself, without reckoning the 
European and Indian breeds of com- 
paratively recent introduction. The language 
itself lends to.this conclusion, there being 
two perfectly separate ind distinct names 
for the horse, xpplying réspectively to two 
_ perfectly distinet types, “Our mae are 
like Au,” the Hwany-hwang-cht Hwa 
Ballad third of the Luk-ming Decade of the 
Second Boook of the SAi Krug, tells us: —

Going up the Yangtso River but a. few 
wonths aga, the writer found the grooms 
speaking of their steeds as “ shan kus”, but 
this term, be learnt, was never applied to 
the Mongolian ponies which annually come 
down in large herds from the north, and 
which are always: known ag “nas. Now 


ponies, and the ‘interwixture of Arab 
strain, the external ‘appearance of the 
Ma’ bas sevsibly improved; while in 
point of speed there is, also a marked 
difference. Secondary to this ia the 
change of colouring. Pure white is still 
to bw found, but does not form ‘aa marked 
a characteristic an oven a few yeara ago. 
The tendency is towards bay; and iron 
grey and chestnut, formerly rare, are now 
comparatively common. The disposition 
has also’ undoubtedly changed for the 
better, so that the Ma will in all probability 
‘goon cease to mark a separate strain. It ig 
worth while to loek back at his antecedents. 
He certainly at one time was an inhabitan: 
of Europe. Hrxoporus speaks of the 
wild white horses on the banks. of the 
Hypanis which can only have -been these, 
but the mame yoea back much further 
for we meet it in-[celandic Marr, a steed of 
which err was the female, German 
gives us Marah, war horse, and Anglo- 
Saxon. Mearh, while Irish Marc, and Woleh 
March.tell us of ita presence in the British 
Isles. European naturalists insist on 
appropriating the animal av the “Celtic” 
horse, a title to which itis hardly im fairness 
entitled, as its most characteristic abode 
is certainly Mougolis. But: we can go 
hack oven further, and tind it an inhabitant 


of Hungary, 
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of France during the European glaciation. . 


Amongét the engravings discovered . on 
reindeer horné in the dave of I Madeleine 
is a horeo whose identity cannot be mis 
taken; he hus the same Straight neck, 
the same heavy head and jaws, the game 
low withors, und. upatandiny mane, ‘and 
curiously enough even the long tail ‘with 
the strange wisp at ita commencement 
waa not forgotten by the aboriginal artist, 
In Asia all the Mongolic languages hove 
the same name of Jfarin or Morin with 
which agree the Chinese Ma, or Mfo and the 
Korean Mal; while Japancea Uma winds 
up the long list.

The third « lrimant is the 
Russian Terpan, au animal. which is also 
very-muech in evidence in middle China, 
It in wall known amongst sporting nen 
that the colour of a horse bas much’ to 
sayto his qualities for speod and indurance, 
and at first sight the reason for thig 
peculiarity docs not aeem very evident. 
Farther investigation will, however, show 
that colour in 2 horse is associated with 
profound changes in his general anatomy. 
We lave spoken cf the pvculiarities 
of the bay and tho white, but there is a 
third scarcely lus distin ct, whose colouring 
it classed as dun. But dun is not a definite 
colour, but applied to various shades of 
mouge, fawn or, even blue, which fade 
insensibly one into the other, and so hayo 
come to have 4. general name applied, How 
the first, thing, that will strike one on 
®ramining » dun horse is that he has a dark 
stripe all along bid backbone, gene rally con- 
tinued along the tail; the next is’ probably 
that he haa ears long and close togother, aud 
almost like a mule’s, ‘Another thing found 
on examination ig that more or less concealed 
under his dun colouring are, certaiy bars or 
stripes, which taking. a number of in. 
dividuals together, will be found to follow 
regular pattern. If we now look at.his tail 
and his hindquarters, we will find that the 


former is-seantily supplied with bair, which’ 
Moreover, like the mule’s alse, bas a 


tendency to form a brush at the end. The 
animal is by no menng a mule, as not only 
does he brecd, but,what is moro to the point, 
he “ breeds. trua,” * Byually marked in his 
temperament ; he is diatinctly Igas intelligeut 
than either of his congeners, ix slow and 
‘generally obstinate, more. from a sluggish 
indifference than from actual vice. He is 


‘not, in fact, a desirable animal. ‘The Chinese 


language has evolved no special name for 
him, but ia Russia he is known as the 
Tarpan, and is generally assumed to be a 
descendant of the wild horse of the Step pes, 
Now in the last century, taking as their 
g tide Darwin, naturalists Were averse from 
allowing muliiple origins to our domestic 
breeds, and so endeavoured to class all three 
varieties under one species, Now, however 
thia centralising inatinet. has been conaider- 
ably smodified, and Professor Ewarr is 
disposed to make four species out of the 
dowestic horse, the fourth being the Lybiau 
race. This animal does not exist in China, 


80 does not so much concern us, a 
This dun variety, Professor Ewan. 


shows, ia in very close accordance with ‘this 
wild horeo of the “Steppes, vow known as 
Equus Prejevdiski, and he gives some caar- 
acteristic portraits of the two, exhibiting 
their closo correspondence in the details 
we have pointed out. The colouring too 
shows’ a close correspondence, much closer, 
in fact, than will ba found to exist between 


‘many separate animals. Curiously we are 


not without anciont notices of this horse, 
which, Carsaz deacribed as the German 
Horse, and tells us he was neither good nor 
bandeome, in curious accord with the views 
of the modern sporting man in China: 

Hrzovotvs mentions. yet .a fourth 
variety amongst the peoplo known as the. 
Sigynnae, who inhabited the present plaints 
“Their horses are shaggy 
all over the body ‘to five fingers in depth 
of hair; they are small, flut-nosedand unable 
to carry men, but. when yoked to cbariots 
they are very fleet.” Evidently Hrroporug 
hed in his mind’s eye the anzéstor of the 
Shetiand Pony. This pace Professor Ewarr, 
is seemingly eutitled to specific rank, 

We apparently learn from the distri. 
bution of the horse past and Present some- 
thing which may ‘iprove useful in 
ethnography.” The Mongol ‘Pony clennly 
had his otigia prior to the European Too 
Ago in western Europe; so had the mem- 
moth and the reindeer. When the climate 
of Europe became too hot, all three emi- 
grated, and we find they must have passed 
through Siberia; the Mammoth certainly 
having bis Jast home in Chinn. With thesa 
aniuials likewise emigewed the husan rae 
of the European Cave-Dweller, and we like.

DUMPING AND CREMATION. 


At the reosnt mecting of the Hongkong 
Sanitary Board, an anomalous, somi-represont- 
ative body which onght either to bo reformed or 
abolished, an interesting discursion took place 
on tho damplog of bodies in tho atroats of the 
sistor colony, ‘The subject was brought to the 
notice of the Board by the Colonial Secretary, 
who wrote that in spite of the elaborate measures 
adopted by the authorities for the treatment of 
playue’ oases and to conoilinte Chinoso preja- 
dices, the diegracefal abandonmont of dead 
bodies in the stroata and elsewhere” want on 
unchecked. The Modical. Officer of Health 
said there seemed to be only one course 
left, and that was. to oremate all bodies found 
in tho streets, This is not a now ora novel 
suggestion. It was made whon tho first serious 
plagao epidemia wanat its height ia 1896, when 
tha disposal of the native victims became 5 
difficult. problem.’ The other. members of the 
Bonrd, however, were not agreed. that the ag 


gestion wonld put an end to the dumping evi 
but. before considering their objeotiona it may 
be explained that the chief reason why thove 
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bodice oro thrown cut upon theatreet is to avoid 
the trouble and expense entailed by o visitation 
ofthe Sanitary Board’sctosnsingand disicfeoling 
steff, Damping bes alwaya buen resorted to 
by the Chinesu, more or lesa, but usually’in 
the case of infants only, 
and pspooially female children, were sbandonod 
by their parents, without compunotion, »and 
riony aro still left at the doors of the 
Roman Catholic institutions of the Colony. 
where thoy are taken iu and carad for and 
brought up in the faith, should they survive. 
There ara some rooks in the Harbour, known ag 
the Channel Rocks, where bodies used to be 
found daily. Tt was not till some of the later 
plague apidemics, however, that, the evil became 
pronounced, and wa learn from the discussion 
reforred to that last year no less than 1,447 
bodies woro dumped in the atreots. This year, 
the number in the first three months was-377, 
and of these only 138 woro casos cf infeotiouy 
disaase, © we: 
The problem the authorities hare to face ia 
how to prevent dumping. When the oremation 
of the bodies wus first proposed, it was assum 
it wonld act as s: deterrent, az thia method of 
disposing of tho-dead waa belioved to ba 
repugnant to tho Chinese—ond thia was np- 
parently the ides of the Medical Officer of 
ealth when he resusci(ated tho proposal; but 
wado not believe it would be a deterrent, and 
thet is the view taken by tho Principal Civil 
Medical OMoer, the Hou. Dr. J. M. Atkinson. 
‘Tho pebalatten of Hongkong consists , obie- 
fly, of male adalts, The dead Chinaman 
hos seldom any trelatives. on the spot, and 


‘| the boarding-house koepera give a few cents to 


have the bodies takon out at night and doposited 
in the atrevts, often in tho most orowded 
thoroughfare, or on ‘the’ hillsides. In ‘one 
epidemic, companies of British and Indian 
troops were told off to patrol the streets at 
night, but this did not reduoo.the dum piog very 
matorially, Then the authorities decided ta praas 
every household into the preventive servive. 
They decreed that any and every house outside 
of which a dead: body was found would be 
invaded) by tho Whitewash Brigade and 
oleansed—a tevere pauishment,. as carried 
out in reality, but ineffectual as a deterrent. 
For dead bodies wera mostly found, after this, 
oulsida the banks'and prinoipal. business houses 
or opposite the residencea of the well-to-do 
Chineso. In 1904, o now scheme was propound. 
ed by tho Registrar Genoral (Hon, Mr. A. W. 
Brewin), Mr, Lau Chu-pak aod Mr. Fou 
Wa-chun, ali members of the Sanitary Board. 
Ox the confession of the Government, this 
scheme haa failed, as all others havedone, The 
Principal Civil Medical Officer proposed crem- 
ation as the more sanitary method of dixposiog 
of the bodies and also the more reverent, since 
the bodies of Buddbist priests are burned in 
Chino: and thero is nothing in Taoism to 
preolude it.

In India, however, the problem was more diffionlt 
than in Hongkong, where caste and religious 
projudico did not exist; but it wonld bave been 
better at the beginning to take riske by assaming 
a peternal firmness in treatment than to yield to 
native igaovancp of bygienio laws. Althoagh 
the proposal to cremate dampeil bodies nas bean 
defeated in Hongkong, the authorities should 
not be deterred from providing the means for 
eremating the dead, Such. provision should exist 
in all Por Eastern Colonies, and in Singapore no 
less than in Hongkong:—Straits Timer.

HE DEVELOPMENT OF 
- KIAO-CHAU. 


Tho Berlin carrespondont of tha Globe says 
there haa just heen: laid bofore the Reichatag 
tho official statement dealing with the dovelop. 
ment of tho Kiso-cliaa Protectorate daring the 
twelve ‘months ending with October 1, 1906. 
The statement is brought nearly up to date by, 
supplements relating to certain specially 
interesting events, which occurred before the 
middle of last month. ‘The exp ‘ctations, which 
were formed of the development of the colony, 
have been fnlflled in every branch of com- 
morcial and general activity, The revenue of 
‘tho colony roxo from £°0,05% to £68 525, or au 
increase of about 37 por coat. Of the revenue 
the sum of £11,943 ropresents the tekings from 
January to June, 1906, under tho new German- 
Chinese customs agreement; thus, deducting 
this gam renaived from a pew snuroe of revenue, 
there remaine an jiucroasa of 15 por cout. 
According tothe Chinese Customs atatistios the 
value of the trade of Tsingtan rose .froin 
$2,400,000 dollara to 39,000,000 dollars, Under 
the new Customs 4 greoment referred to, these 
figures include, sincy January 1st 1906, the 
goods arriving by ss for use in the colony, and, 
as goch, until that time daty-free, ‘ 

Tho shipping of the port of Tsingtauin- 
cressed by more than 56,/100 registered tona, and 
amounted to 476,646 tons. A specially 
characteristic features of the economic develop- 
ment of the colony ag also of the farap:endin ¢ 
Hinterland, upon, the eolony in exercising 
an influence which increasing at 8 rapid 
rate, is seen in the traffic of tho 
Shangtaug Railway. The passenger and goods 
traffic alike of that railway have grown in a 
remarkable manner; thos, the number of pas- 
angers carried was 811,285, on compared with 
780,228, and the freight smouuted to 377,649 
tons as compared with 279,740 during the 
previous offloal year, Coxl forms by far the 
bulk of the freight, end 13,716 trackloads were 
conveyed, As. such great progress was made 
by the Shangtung Miniog Company in 1906 the 
Shangtang Railway will be called upon soon to 
carry larger quantivies of coal. In less degree 
the freights of agrienl! ural produce and gensral 
goods show an increase of freight. 

Although tho economic development of 
Kisocheu ‘is- rogarded ss -having been 
thoroughly satisfactory, yet the report points 
out that the progress made would have beon 
conalderably greater if trade all over the Far 
Bast had not been disturbed in certain ways, 
aepecially by the axtremaly high rate of the 
Mexican dollar, which is the usoal coin: of 
curreuey along the wholo coastline, Still, 
the report acknowledges that it ia ont of the 
quostion for Kiso-chau to have ite own par- 
ticular currency, However, after negotiations 
Insting several years between the Naval sathori- 
:ties and other Imperial authorities, and the 
' German-Asion Bank, the bank mntioned re- 
jeeived from the Chancellor of the Empire on
